THE WAR IN THE NORTH. 


— 
{FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, ) 
a CHEMULPO, August 30th. 

“We have had a ively time bere. The otber 
day eleven troopships arrived under the convoy 
of four Japanese men-of-war. They brought, 
over 7,000 soldiers, 300 coolles, 550 horses, brass 
guns for field use, end large stores of war 
material of ali kinds. They also brought some 
large guna which were sent in cargo-boats up 
the river, Fverything was landed and sent up 
to Seoul within two days, and the steamers were 
off for Japan again, ft fs belfeved to fetch 
over more men and ammunition. At present 
the Chinese are gathering In force at P og- 
yang and the Japanese are lying roo /# from 
Seou!, on the banks of the river, watting for the 
Chinese to attack. The Chinese rumour is that 
fighting will commence on September rgth. 
The mission people up at Seoul tell me 
that the Chinese have no chaoce whatever. 
But no doubt it will be a bloody struggle, 
for the Chinese are not taking any 
prisoners and the Japanese will have to, 
follow sult, of course. Everyone who has 
seen the Japanese preparations on the battle- 
ground belleve that the Chinese will stand no 
show, At Asan the Chinese received a good 
Ucking without much trouble to the Japanese. 
They left everything lying to the field and 
Immense quantities of stores and material were 
captured by the Japanese. I saw the landing 
here’ of the guns, rifles, clothing. ammuni- 
tion, tents, banners, etc, which were taken 
by the Japanese, They were all sent over 
to Japan, One Korean jank, loaded with 
ammunttion for the Chinese has been brought 
to bere. All the houses in Chins-town are shut, ' 
some belng left in charge of a coolie, The two 
forelgn firma here have the'r godowns fall of 
Chinese goods and are making money, and Mr. 
Townsend, in addition, is making a good thing 
out of his windmill, cleaning rice for the Japanese 
Government. Since the Chinese gardeners left 
there has been a great scarcity of vegetables in 
the port.” 

Since the above letter wan written news 
reached Shangha!l that the Chiness army at 
Plogyang ts spilt up by dissenslons, owing 
largely to hunger, the short supply of food, the 
want of ammunition, and the general hopeless- 
ness of thelr surromndings. Severe skirmishing 
took place last week between the advanced ovt- 
posts of the Chinese and Japanese, the results 
of which are unknown. But a considerable 
number of wounded Japanese have been brought 
into Chemulpo, What becomes of the Chinese 
wounded nobody knows. They have neither 
ambulance nor commilssariat and thelr condition 
mist be pitlable in the extreme, It will be noted 
from the foregolng letter that a great battle was 
expected by the Chinese on the rytbh of this 
month. It isnot at all golikely that thfs will 
prove to be-the case, as the arrival of the 

mperor of Japan at Hiroshima will be the 
signal for'a decisive movement forward of the 
whole Japanese force. —China Ganetis.

According to despatches received at this: port 
from Canton. General Liu Yung-fu, the well- 
known Black F'sg Chief of Annam, {8 going to 
Formosa, after all, and not to Korea, an Imperial 
edict having been telegraphed ta Canton, com- 
manding his immediate, departure for Formosa 
as Assistant Imperlal High War Commissioner 
ofthe island. A. letter received at thle port 
from Amoy states that during the latter part of 
August, General Liu Yang-fa and a body of 500 
men were at Swatow, anxlous to cross over to 
Formosa. It sohappened that elther tha Lotsang 
orone of the Douglas Line of steamers. was at 
Swatow, and this stexmer General Lin was anxtoun 
to charter to carry him and hls men across the 
channel. A report, however, was brought fo by 
fishermen that « squadron of vessels was cruising

WHO IS TO BLAME?

Why {s China, one of the greatest nations on 
earth, so powerless ag she [s to-day? Of all 
pollticat questiona In the world now mone 
surpasses this in importance, for on the right 
answer to it belng found depends not only the 
weal or woe of the three or four hundred millions 
of Chinese in China, but also the weal or woe of 
other three or four hundred inillions tn constant 
and ever increasing relation with Chine. There 
{s now a crisis for China which reminds one’ of 
Thermopyla, of Lepanto, and of Plassey. Will 
the result of the struggle be to advance the 
prosperity of the yellow race and Its retattons, or 
will {t be a retrogression over which all the good 
shall never cease to mourn? Few who know 
have any doubt on the matter. ae 

Just constder, there are but three prominent 
types of the buman race, vfé., the white, the 
yellow, andthe black. The rest are only mixtarea 
of these original types. The black has melnly 
lived In the tropics and has never developed any 
high civilisation, whereas the white and the 
yellow have divided the rest ofthe world among 
them, and bullt up clvltisatlons which are the 
pride and glory of the race, From thelr common 
ancestral home In Central Asia, not far from the 
Pamirs, they went forth to subdue the earth, 
The yellow race, mainly represented by the 
Chinese now, came over to China’ and 
a‘ross to America, and the white race, 
mainly represented by Europeans now, went 
to Europe and also Jstterly across to America, 
As every other race hitherto has bowed 
down belore the superior civilisation of the 
white race, so has every other race hitherto In 
the Far East bowed down before the superior 
civilisation of the yellow race. Belore-making 
the comparison between the two civilisations 
first consider In detsll some of the excellent 
qualities ofeach, It is only the ignorant for- 
etgner that despises the Chinese, The yellow 
race has [ts grand morat teaching as the founda- 
tlon of its clvilisation. It is one of Sts glories 
.too to endeavour always, so far as It knows bow, 
to be reasonable. Then there {9 that ‘grand 
inatitation which might well be put down as one 
of the great marvels of the world, v/y, the 
competitive examinations aa the basis of fitness 
for government, by which the ycllow race 
has succeeded in holding more human beings 
together as ove nation than any ‘other 
race till lately, Besides, there ave alsa ite vast 
realms of Hterature which wilt remain among 
the most magolficent Intellectual monuments of 
the human race. In business capacily the 
Chinaman too seems to surpass all Astatics, In 
physical endurance, in diligence, {a loyalty, and 
in falthfalness generally, those who know bim 
best praise him most: From all this: It. follows 
that the raw material cut of ‘which the Chinese 
nation is made is undoubtedly of a very superior 
quality,’ This is justly a ma'ter of pride to the 
Chinese. The'yellow brother, as such, Is then 
not to blame for China's present weakness, 

Again we ask the question, who fs to 
biome for China's weak. condition to-day? 
We have shown ‘that “it fs not In the 
quality of the Chinese natfon,: for that 
Is good. Many Chinese mandarias repeat again 
and again in thelr offi [at documents that the 
late bamillations of China were solely owing to 
the wickedness of Western nations, These 
describe Western nations as uncivilised barbar- 
tang, bent only on robbing and destroying China 
for thelr own selfish ends, therefore unfit to hold 
any intercourse with China except as vassals to 
he trained. . oe Ee

have been condemned to hard labour In exile, 
and several-of the officers have been cashlered. 
The chapel and buildings will be restored and 
such farther compensation made as will satisfy 
the Mission to which Mr. Wylie belonged and 
the murdered gentleman’s relatives, It fs ta ba 
hoped that this example will have a beneficial 
effect on the discipline of the troops now belng 
massed for the war, and that we shall hear no. 
more of such barbarous outrages on. inoffensive 
unarmed forelgners.

A LEGAL FICTION. 
—— : 

The grand old British law, inherited .by 
Australia {nthe primeval days of chafns and - 
darkneso, 1s full of moral precepts, and [s loaded 
down with much beautiful theory which is 
seldom put {nto practice, There are few things 
more lofty and strictly equitable—-in theory— 
than these statates of our Biltish forefathers. 
‘They sre spotted over with axioms which are 
elevating to contemplate, and with great prin- 
clptes which are a Nberal education in the 
doctring of justice. Cae of the noblest of these 
is the hackneyed assertion that the law holds 
every man to be Innocent until be fa proved 
guilty, and that It not: only treats him accord» 
fngly, but requires the general public to do I'ke« 
wise—so far, at least, ax outward observances are 
concerned. Ita great object, according to legend 
and public conviction, is to secure for eve 
atispected clilzen an absolutely taly trial, and, wit 
this end Io view, {t professes to fall with all its 
masuive weight on anybody who endeavoursto 
prejudice the minds of the court or the Jory. 
The newspaper man who, in the mildest manner, 
assumes the guilt of the unconvicted prisoner—~ 
at least, when the unconvicted prisoner (ea 
benk magnate, or o'her person of money and 
influence, and {s able|to bl-4 expensive counsel 
to bring the matter before the court—gets In'o 
gaol with promptitude and certatoly; though, 
strange to say, the one who gratuitously assomes’ 
bln {nnocence does not. What would happen 
tothe journal which headed ‘{ts rerort of the 
preliminary proceedings againat 8 representative 
elzen with the bald anncuncement: “ Arrent of 
a notorious bank-thtef,” no one dare even 
fmagine.. The {act that the law treats every 
suspect asan innocent man util bls gotit is 

coved fs 20 well-known that no paper ever runs 
auch a tlk, That tp to say, no paperever doce, 
unless the suspect fe a man of so Importance 
and has not the means to bire counsel,

The missbapes ears are 
a livicg prejudice, and the vulpine eyes an 
epltomrofty-ch te, The porltla-ike underj sw 
Is perjured evidence agalnst the defendent. No 
editor vertares, by any chance, to publish the 
portrait of some hanged Thog as that of the. 
emirent dircctor who i+ suspected of mlsappro- 
priation, and, if be did, that law which regards 
every man as Innocent till he ts found guilty 
would promptly suppress him, But the other 
man can he represented by “a pictore which 
carries murder, arson and cannibalism [n every 
Hoeament, and ‘he clecumatance creates not even 
a rinple on the Desd Sea of public epinton, 

Tn the case of the sensational alleged burglar 
the ordinary newsp»per report is equally an 
outr2ge upon the nominal princlples of the law, 
"The prisoner was seen Issuing from certain 
premises. He resisted ‘violently and 
felled the officer witb a jammy, . . . Aftera 
furlour strogpie, in which two constables were 
disabled, he was atlergth captored. ... . On 
being. searched at the watch house a quantity of 
house-breakIng Implements were found fo ble 
possesslan. He has since been recog- 
nlsed ass notorious offender with a long tht. of 
prrvinux convictions,” &, These are the sort 
of stateme ts which are to be found fn any 
daily paper whenever s suspect of the 
orisary homble tps ts concerned. Yet, 
according to, the noble maxima of Anglo. 
Avstrallan justice, the law doesn't know, until 
it lesms from the verdict of the . jury, 
whether the' defendant was seen coming out 
of an officer, or out of his own house, or out of 
avywhere; it-is. totally unaware whetber the 

_ off ar wns trained with a femmy or whether he 
witfally knocked out’ bis own Intelligence by 
deshing Wt asainst a wall; It has no knowledge 
whether there was any struggle at all, whether 
anything was found or the prisoner, and—-toless 
he annoonces:his own identiiy~whether he fa a 
Notorious effender, or merely the Chief Justice 
who has been arrested by mistake while out 
walking at night {n company with the local 
Bishop or the Cerdinsl, All the stereotyped 
newspaper assertions are merely the ¢x farts 
statements of the prosecutlon—that. {s, of 

’ the police. Therefore, the papers which 
publish them as facts simply declare to 
advance that the sccused 1s guilty, that the 
statements ( the proseculfon are absolntely 
true, that the dfence—whatever ft may be 
‘mfg a lie, and that itis the bounden duty of 
the jury ts convict the prisoner. no matter ‘what 
evidence he mey advacce. Yet, ff the same 
paners acc’ p'éd, in similar fashion, the assertions 
of the prosecution In the case of the influentlal 
bankedirector, and steted off-handedly that he 
had nisvard the funds, and wilfatly falsified the 
balance-sheet, and ohtatned deposita under false 
pretenree, and had been « callous swindler 
generally—what would happen ? 

In the case already alluded to the principles 

* lof eqn'ty were outraged In an even more glaring 
fashion than usual, On that occasion the bull- 
headed Premler Dibbs proceeded, on the very 
morning after the evcot, to-recammend for pro- 
molfons the officers who ssid’ they bad 
distIngulshed themselves in the fray, The 
promotion was dietinctly a reward for the capture 
of two dangerous malefactors, Therefore, by his 
‘hastein sending In the aforesaid recommendation, 
Dibbs virtually annonnced, by. actions which 
speak more loudly than words, that the accused 
were maletactors, that the police charges brought 
against them were absolutely true, and, as the 
netural consqornce, that any statements they 
might make in thefr own defence, which con- 
fradicted there police assertions, were absolutely 
false, The promotions In question would have 
been entirely unobjecttonable after the convic- 
tion of the prisonersa—suppoing them. to be 
convicted, Rut, as things stood, they ought to.

And the 
same punishment sheuld have been served ont 
to every editor who arrogated to himself the 
rights of the jury by finding the prisoners guilty 
without trial, and thereby proceeded to ayate- 
matically create a public feeling which must 
Inevitably make a falr trial imporsible, . 

The person who assumes, and incites the 
public to assume; the gilt of an untried man, 
and therel y Interferes: with the course of jastice 
to procure bis- conviction, ls morally, jast as 
criminal as the one who. bribes a jury and there- 
by Interferes with the course af justice to procure 
his acquittal, Also, bls offence arises from 
equally base and mercenary motives; the 
‘“jary-fixer” does his work for cash payment 


from the accused, while the owner of the | th 


sensational newspaper does his for cash 
payment derived from the extra clreviation of 
his dally horrars. Further, his offence ls 
aggravated by the fact that {t is never com- 
mitted except against a poor and friendless 
suspect, The court uever interferes in euch’ 
Cases except when’ it is officially moved to 
do so by an’ array of high-priced counsel. 
Therefore, this -groms: perversion of justice fs 
always carefully directed against the prisoner 
who Is toa Impecuntous.to obtain ball, so that— 
being {n prison and cut off from the outer world 
—he has practically no knowledge of the lolary 
that Js being done him; and who, even {fhe 
should beconte aware of ft, Is too poor to take 
mersuren for his own protection, It laa mean, 
degrading, wormy offence which Is Invasiably 
directed ‘against the. man who {ts already 
defenceléss, and never against the one who Is in 
a position to protect himself, In every 
the assertion that the law (treats 
as innocent uniil bis guilt is proved {s 2 lie, so 
far as any save the wealthy prisoner ls concerned, 
And, further, it always has been alle, and, to all 
appearance, [t always will be one so long es 
there are poor and rich {n the land, |
